The Paltiver Tunnel.—What is known 
as the Palliser tunnel is now in course 
of construction, about die and” a-half 
miles west of Palliger, on the O.P.R 
The tonne! will be approximately 700 
teet long, and is being construeted with 
a view of eliminating a 23-degree curve 
with which everybody traveling between
